7th.  You  all  despise  Intemperance — as  Chris¬ 
tians,  it  can  not  be  otherwise  with  you.  (Jf  course 
you  will  feel  disappointed,  if,  in  my  labors  wi  h 
you,  1  do  ndt  set  forth  in  a  clear  light,  the  train 
of  evils  which  have  flowed  from  this  deadly  foun¬ 
tain.  Of  these,  you  will  expect  me  to  enumerate, 
besides  others,  the  following — disgrace,  poverty, 
wretchedness,  and  pauperism,  coming  upon  the 
inebriate  himself;  wives  sighing,  biokcn-hcarted  ; 
daughters  overwhelmed  with  shame,  an<l  sons 
mortified  at  beliold.ng  the  dissipation  of  parents. 
Fathers,  shedding  the  tears  of  bitter  regret,  over 
the  degrading  drunkenness  of  once  [Promising 
children,  and  motliers,  bedewing  the  midiiiglit 
pillow  with  tears  of  m  itcrnal  anguish,  in  view  of 
the  same  hapless  sight.  These  are  some  of  the 
fruits  of  intemperance.  You  can  not  desire  me 
to  countenance  this  vice — a  vice  which  tends  to 
debase,  corrupt,  and  blight  the  social  principles 
of  the  heart ;  to  enervate  and  blunt  the  moral  and 
rcligio'uS  sensibilities  of  man  ;  to  injure  his  ment¬ 
al  and  physical  constitution,  and,  worst  of  all,  to 
lead  him  to  the  commission  of  many  other  crimes. 
It  is  a  fruitless  source  of  iniquity.  It  transforms 
affectionate  husbands,  into  fiends — fathers  into 
tyrants,  and  mothers  into  furies  !  It'lnflames  the 
baser  passions  ;  induces  quarrels  and  dissentions, 
and,  sometimes,  nerves  the  arm  of  the  midnight 
assassin  for  deeds  of  wickedness  and  blood  !  This 
vice  you  will  desire  me  to  ojiposc  ;  and  may  you 
not  be  disajipointed. 

Am  I  not  Justified,  then,  iu  supposing  that  you, 
as  a  society,  did  not  send  fur  me,  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  making  me  an  instrument  in  your  hands, 
by  which  you  could  extend  the  reign  and  influ¬ 
ence  of  vice  ?  I  need  not  thus  inquire.  To 
suppose  the  contrary,  would  be  extremely  un¬ 
generous. 

Nor  can  I,  without  offering  an  indignity  to 
chanty,  suppose,  that  you  ^ent  for  me.  for  the 
intent  that  I  should  connive  at  tke  errors,  which, 
in  times  past,  have  rendered  the  city  of  our  God 
a  waste,  howling  wilderness.  As  a  denomination, 
we  have  labored  faithfully  an,!  incessantly,  to  ar¬ 
rest  the  progress  of  these  pernicious  errors  in  the 
church  of  Christ.  Among  the  must  prominent  of 
these,  we  mention  the  following  : 

1st.  We  have  attempted  to  expose  the  horrid 
deformity  of  that  now  almost  exploded  doctrine, 
election  and  reprobation.  A  few  years  only  have 
rolled  away,  since  this  doctrine,  in  all  haoriginal 
purity  and  loveliness,  was  proclaimed  to  the  world, 
to  convince  mankind  of  the  exceeding  goodness 
of  God,  and  of  his  impartial  love  ;  to  comfort  the 
mourner,  and  to  solace  the  distressed  !  And 
strange  as  it  may  now  appear,  thousands  then, 
(so  blinded  were  they  by  superstition!)  acknow¬ 
ledged  it  a  gracious  revcIationTrom  God  ;  a  tran¬ 
script  of  his  loveliness,  and,  as  such,  worthy  of  all 
acceptation  !  But  it  is  seeking  the  shades  of 
isJblivion  now  ;  and  in  obedience  to  your  desires, 
I  8^11  labor  to  give  it  a  proper  diiection. 

?d.  The  denomination  to.  which  we  have  the 
honor  liO  h«.long,  has  opposed  the  doctrine  which 
teaches  that  our  eternal  destiny  hangs  suspended 
on  our  frailties  and  imperfections.  For  that  de¬ 
nomination  could  never  believe,  that  the  F'oun- 
tain  of  love  would  put  into  the  hand  cf  one  of  his 
offspring,  .an  instrumeiil,  by  which,  he  would 
bring  u|>oti  liimself  endless  ivrctcl.edness.  And 
as  members  of  this  respectable  body,  you  can  not 
desire  me  to  lend  my  aid  to  the  upbuilding  of  this 
error — for  this,  you  did  wot  send  lor  me. 

3d.  The  doctrine  of  total  drprarity,  which  has 
long  been  held  sacred;  but  which  is  a  libel  upon 
the  character  of  the  human  species ;  aud  also 
upon  that  of  the  .\uthor  of  all  intelligences,  has 
been  tanked  by  us  among  the  errors  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  world.  Should  I  maintain  this  error,  1  should 
do  an  injury  to  the  cause  of  my  Master ;  and  de¬ 
feat  the  object  you  had  in  view,  iu  sending  for  me. 

4th.  The  doctrine  wliich  asserts  the  existence 
of  a  senii-omnipotent  and  denii-oinniscient  being. 


a  personal'deril,  who  was  once  an  angel  of  light — ' 
prune  minister  of  God  m  the  courts  above — ex- 
pelted  for  exciting  jealousies  among  his  associate 
spirits,  and  rebellion  to  the  government  of  (7od, 
ha#  been  duly  o|)posed  by  us,  as  a  denumination, 
as  a  sentiment  which  finds  its  greatest  support  in 
the  wild  imagination^f  the  poet,  and  is  perpetua¬ 
ted  ill  the  Christian  church  by  the  power  of.  tra¬ 
dition. 

5th.  The  noted  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  which 
has  been  the  cause  of  so  much  bloodshed  in  the 
world,  and  which  may  date  its  origin  at  the  couii- 
icil  of  Nice,  we  liave  opposed.  This  doctrine 
I  contradicts  the  plainest  teachings  of  common 
sense — asserts  that  three  are  one,  and  one  is 
'three — a  mystery — an  absurdity,  which  defies  the 
greatest  stretch  of  intellect  to  solve,  and  is  as  un- 
scriptural  as  it  is  absurd. 

Gth.  The  doctrine  of  vicarious  atonement,  is  one 
ithat  stands  intimately  connected  ivjth  that  of  the 
Trinity,  and  is  cquirlly  as  repulsive  in  its  aspect,  i 
to  reason  and  humanity.  It  asserts  that  .Vdam 
sinned — by  so  doing,  exposed  himself,  and  all  his 
unborn  posterity  to  ceaseless  torture;  and  on  j 
them  this  dreadful  doom  was  about  to  be  execu¬ 
ted,  when  God  the  .Son,  was  placed  in  their  stead  ; 
and  on  him,  the  indexible  justice  of  God,  the  F a- 
llier,  sought  satisfaction  ;  found  it  there,  and  thus 
the  guilty  were  delivered  from  deserved  punish- 1 
iiient !  Horrible  as  appears  this  error,  it  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  most  of  the  Protestant  churches,  in 
the  19th  century. 

7tii.  .\s  Universalists,  we  have  labored  faithful¬ 
ly  to  oppose  the  uiiuierciful  doctrine  of  endless  i 
misery;  to  show  that  it  had  no  foundation  in  the! 
Word  of  Go<l ;  that  it  stands  coiulemned  by  the  ■ 
voice  of  universal  nature;  by  the  fervent  prayers' 
of  saints;  by  all  the  better  principles  of  the  hu¬ 
man  heart ;  by  the  promises  and  oath  of  Jehovah  ; 
by  all  his  acknowledged  attributes ;  by  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  Jesus,  and  all  his  teachings.  We  have  j 
regarded  it  as  one  of  the  most  fruitful  sources  of; 
infidelity ;  as  the  foulest  stain  ever  cast  upon  the  | 
Sacred  pages  ;  as  a  dogma  which  saps  the  foiffi- 
datioii  of  our  confidence  in  God;  that ‘begets  a 
spirit  of  cruelty,  malignity  and  revenge,  in  the  bo¬ 
som  of  man ;  and,  finally,  that  devils  alone  can 
wish  to  be  true. 

Chaiity  and  brotherly-love,  forbid  that  I  should 
suppose  you  sent  forme,  intending  at  the  same  j 
time,  to  have  me  give  countenance  to  these  er- 1 
rors,  which,  to'gether,  form  a  compound,  that  has,  I 
by  some,  been  dignified  with  the  inappropriate  | 
appellation.  Orthodoxy !  .  | 

Nor  can  I  believe  that  you  were  unwise  enough,  j 
to  request  me  to  settle  among  you,  merely  for  the  I 
purpose  of  exposing  these,  errors.  You  are  too 
well  acquainted  with  man’s  leligious  character, 
to  imagine  that  he  is  converted,  baptized  into  the 
spirit  of  Christ,  as  soon  as  he  is  made  to  feel  his  j 
inability  to  defend  his  false  opinions.  Of  this,  he  | 
may  be  made  sensible,  without  being  induced  to  ^ 
take  one  step  towards  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Allow  me,  then,  to  anticipate  your  reply  to  the  ' 
interrog-ition  contained  in  the  text — “  I  ask,  ! 
therefore,  for  what  intent  ye  have  sent  for  me  ?”  | 
and  to  say  afhrniatively, 

1st.  We  sent  for  you,  expecting  that  you  would, ' 
for  the  gratification  of  our  religious  desires,  set  > 
forth  the  character  of  God  iu  a  proper  light,  free  i

of  my  Father's  love,  1  have  often  wandeied  away 
from  earth  to  heaven — my  happilied  spirit  has 
fancied  herself  clothed  with  imiiiortaliiy — a  fit 
CQm|7:mion  for  angels  and  aichangels,  .seraphs, 
and  the  spirits  of  the  just  made  perfect;  and  in 
their  midst,  chanting  the  loud  anthems  of  icno- 
vatiiig  and  rederming  grace. 

Nor  have  I  neglected  to  .speak  of  the  difTerent 
modificatiuns  of  infinite  Love.  The  wisdom, 
power,  mercy,  goodness,  and  justice  of  God,  have 
all  been  matter  of  my  public  coimiMimcations. — 
Deriving  all  their  excellency  fronr  the  essence 
of  the  divine  nature,  which  is  Love,  each  of  these 
distinguishing  attributes  of  the  jleity,  has  been 
held  forth  by  me,  asa  sq.l)ject  of  religious  exulta¬ 
tion— as  an  element  of  tliat  ellicient  giacc,  which 
will  ultimately  confer  “an  inheritance  incorrnpti- 
ble,  undefilcd,  and  that  fadeth  not  away,”  upon 
all  the  wanting  children  of  humanity.  These 
attiibutcs  have  been  considered.  ,\nd  I  here 
take  the  opportunity  to  repel  the  charge,  which 
is  so  frequently  preferred  .against  the  denomi¬ 
nation  to  which  I  have  the  honor  to  belong, 
’as  far  as  this  charge  concerns  myself — viz.,  that 
its  [lublic  advocates  lull  their  hearers  into  a  car¬ 
nal  security,  by  singing  so  often  to  ihem  the 
charming  song  of  Jehovah’s  love,  while  they  re¬ 
fuse  to  speak  of  his  other  attribittes,  especially 
the  attribute  oi  justice.  Thr<  charge  is  as  falsa 
as  the  design  of  our  disingeniio’is  ojiposeis  is  un¬ 
friendly.  True,  we  declare  tftat  “  God  is  love 
but  we  do  not  forget  that  he  is  just.  We  have 
confidence  in  liis^  love,  but  our  joy  would  not  be 
“  unspeakable  and  full  of  glopy,”  did  we  not  be¬ 
hold  all  his  altribiiies,  like  so  many  guardian  an¬ 
gels,  hovering  over  us  to  shield  us  from  all  harm. 

2d.  You  would  reply  to  the  query  of  your  ser¬ 
vant,  propounded  in  the  words  of  the  text ;  we 
sent  for  you,  for  the  intent,  that  you  might  preach 
to  us  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  was  “  the  bright- 
Oess  of  h'ls  Father’s  glory,  and  the  express  image 
of  his  person” — that  ycu  might  speak  of  him,  as 
“the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  Goil” — as  the 
triumphant  Conqueror  of  sin,  death  and  the  devil 
—as  the  blessed  “  Saviour  of  the  world” — as 
“  the  Lamb  of  God  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of 
the  world” — as  “  the  Lord  of  life  and  glory” — 
as  “  tlie  Author  and  Finisher  of  our  faith” — as 
the  great  “  High  Priest  of  our  profession” — as 
“the  second  Adam,”  in  whom  all  that  died  in  the 
first,  shall  “  be  made  alive”— as  “  the  only  name 
given  under  heaven  among  men,  whereby  we  can 
be  saved”— as  the  “  faithful  and  true  Witness” — 
as  “  the  Shepheid  and  Bishop  of  our  souls,”  and 
as  the  Beloved  of  the  Father. 

In  this,  we  trust  your  object  will  be  attained, 
in  our  services.  For  under  all  these  holy  cha¬ 
racters,  in  times  past,  have  we  held  forth  to  the 
admiring  gaze  of  our  hearers,  the  true  Messiah — 
the  “  Shiloh”—”  the  Sun  of  Righteousness”— 
“  the  Prince  of  peace,”  and  “  the  Saviour  of  sin¬ 
ners.”  We  have  pointed  to  him  as  he  was  wrap¬ 
ped  in  swaddling  clothes,  and  laid  in  a  manger — 
as  ho  was  disputing  in  the  temple,  with  doctors, 
at  the  tender  age  of  twelve  years — as  he  was  bap¬ 
tized  by  John  in  Jordan — as  he  ascended  from 
the  rolling  flood,  and  received  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  which,  dove-like,  rested  upon  him.  We 
have  traced  with  sacred  awe,  the  interesting  and 
instructive  events  of  his  life,  I.n  our  mind.s,  we 
have  behehl  him  on  the  sacred  mount,  opening 
his  hallowed  lips  in  strains  of  heaven-born  elo¬ 
quence  ;  and  in  that  meiuorablc  scrinon,  which 
must  stand  as  an  evei lasting  monument  to  his 
memory,  imparling  the  richest  instruction  to  the 
cl'.ildren  of  men.  We  have  seen  him  with  Peter, 
James,  and  Jolin,  on  the  mount  of  transfiguration, 
with  light,  celestial  light  and  glory,  beaniing  in 
divine  efVulgence,  from  his  heavenly  countenanc''. 
We  h.avc  followed  him  to  the  mansions  of  sorrow, 
and  the  humble  dwellings  of  wretchedness  and 
despair — at  home  alike  in  each — and  beheld  him 
there  approaching  the  couch  of  disease,  to  plant 
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Uie  rose  of  hcaltii  on  ih“  pallid  cheek — to  impart  " 
vioor  to  tlie  feeble  limbs,  and  strength  to  the  par¬ 
alyzed  neivcs.  We  have  seen  him  calling  the 
sleeping  tenant  of  the  tomb,  from  his  cold  and  , 
cheerless  bed,  to  life  and  activity,  by  the  omnific 
energies  of  his  word;  the  morally  dead  from  the 
graves  of  ini(|nity  ;  the  mourner  from  the  daik 
scenes  of  wo,  and  the  erroVist  from  the  dismal  1; 
slrades  of  a  liewdderiiig  siijterstition.  In  every 
period  of  his  active  life,  we  have  discovered  an 
entire  devotion  of  all  his  capacious  faculties,  to  i 
the  interests  of  mankind.  11  “  went  about  doing 

cood.”  We  have  traced  his  footsteps  from  scenes 
of  usefulness  to  the  judgment  hall  of  Pilate ;  heard  j 
his  unjust  and  crui  l  sentence  there ;  seen  him 
bulleted,  spit  upon,  derideil,  scolfeil  at,  and  final- ; 
ly,  leil  to  execution  on  Calvary  !  Here,  wc  have 
seen  him  nailed  to  the -cross — suspended  by  ma-  i 
lignant  foes,  between  heaven  and  earth,  as  unfit  ^ 
for  either,  and  deserted  by  his  timorous  friends.  ; 
We  have  heard  his  dying  agonies  mocked,  while  j 
his  voice,  mingled  with  the  execrations  of  his  . 
enemies,  on  the  wings  of  jlrayer  was  ascending  I 
to  the  s.ties,  laden  with  the  humble  petition, 
breathed  forth  in  the  accents  of  love,  “  Father,  j 
forgive  them;  for  they  know  not  what  they  do  !”  ;i 
I  leave  you  to  judge  of  my  future  course,  by  this  ! 
brief  outline  of  my  past  labors,  as  far  as  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  Jesus  is  concerned.  j 

3d.  If  you  sent  for  me  to  proclaim  unto  you  i 
the  Scriptural  doctrine  of  rewards  and  punish- 1 
ments,  as  I  trust  you  did,  you  will  not  complain  | 
if  1  otatc,  in  few  words,  my  views  of  this  doctrine — ; 
views  which  1  have  published  to  the  world.  | 
I  have  pointed  the  minds  of  my  hearers  to  the  | 
“  glory,  honor,  ami  peace,”  which  God  will  cer- 1 
thinly  award  to  every  man  that  docth  good  ;  and  , 
to  the  “  tribulation  and  anguish,”  the  “  indigna-  | 
tion  and  wrath,”  which  he  will  render  “  to  every  i 
one  tiiat  doelh  evil.”  as  sufficient  inducements 
for  them  to  walk  in  wisdom’s  ways,  and  to  avoid 
the  dark  and  dangerous  paths  of  vice.  In  the  | 
language  of  the  sacred  oracles,  I  have  declared,  | 
that  “there  is  no  peace  to  the  wicked,’  that 
“though  hand  join  in  hand,  the.  wicked  shall  not  j 
go  unpunished”— that  they  are  “  like  the  troubled 
sea,  when  its  waters  can  not  rest” — that  God  | 
“  will  by  no  means  clear  the  guilty” — that  “  he  ; 
that  knoweth  his  Master’s  will,  and  doeth  it  not,! 
shall  be  beaten  with  many  stripes” — that  “  the  | 
wages  of  sin  is  death,”  etc.  To  prove  that  these 
declarations  of  Scripture  are  truisms,  1  have  ap-  r 
pealed  to  facts — to  the  experience  of  mankind  in  ! 
all  past  ages.  ! 

Nor,  on  the  other  hand,  have  we  been  wanting 
in  evidence  to  prove  that  the  righteous,  as  well  as 
the  wicked  and  the  sinner,  are  “  recompensed  in  , 
the  earth” — that  “wisdom  is  justified  of  her 
children” — that  all  her  “  paths  are  pleasantness ! 
and  peace” — that  “  great  peace  have  they  th.tt  I 
love  the  law”  of  God,  etc.  Nor  is  the  vfpee  of 
experience  silent  on  this  subject.  It  testifies  that  i 
peace — substantial  and  enduring  peace,  is  found  | 
only  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  every  incumbent , 
duty.  i 

These,  then,  are  the  views  which  we  have  cher-  ' 
ished  and  published  to  the  world,  concerning  the  ; 
doctrine  in  question— other  than  these  we  find 
not  in  the  Record.  We  have  never  been  able  to  , 
learn,  that  God  has  promised  any  of  his  frail  and  | 
erring  children,  immortal  felicity,  zs  ^reward  for 
their  imperfect  virtues  here;  or  threatened  them  ! 
with  endless  wretchedness  and  wo,  as  a  'punish-  \ 
meni,  for  their  derelictions  of  duty.  \ 

4th.  Vou  will  expect  me  to  preach — for  this 
was  your  intention  when  you  sent  for  rne — the 
doctrine  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead — to  prove 
that  death  is  net  an  eternal  sleep;  but  rather  the  i 
“  gale  to  endless  joy” — that  “  as  in  Adam  all  die, 
even  so  in  Christ,  shall  all  be  made  alive” — that 
when  “  the  earthly  house  of  this  tabernacle  is  dis-  j 
solved,  wc  have  a  building  of  God,  a  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens” — that 
though  the  ilead  is  sown  in  corruption,  dishonor, 
and  weakness,  a  natural  body  ;  it  will  be  raised  in 
incorruption,  glory  and  power,  a  spiritual  body. 
And  also, 


5th.  The  doctrine  of  “  the  restitution  of  all 
things,  which  God  hath  spoken  by  th'e  mouth  of, 
all  his  holy  prophets  since  the  world  began.” — 
This  you  designed  me  to  preach ;  to  point  the 
mind  to  that  period  in  the  economy  of  divine 
grace,  when  sinshaji  be  finished,  transgression  be 
brought  to  ail  end,  tears  he  wiped  from  otf  all 
faces,  and  “  every  crealiir^  in  lieaven,  on  earth, 
under  the  earth,  and  such  as  arc  in  the  sea,  and 
all  that  are  in  them,  be  heard  saying,  glory  and 
honor,  praise  and  |)owcr,  be  unto  hiin  that  sitteth 
upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lnmh  forever  and 
ever.” 

To  meet  these  just  and  reasonable  expectations, 
on  the  part  of  this  society — to  oppose  every  er- 
ror  ill  theory  and  in  practice — to  rebuke,  rejirove,  ■ 
and  admonish,  with  all  long-suffering,  and  to  pro¬ 
claim  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus — to  “vindicate 
the  ways  of  God  to  man” — the  divine  authentici¬ 
ty  of  his  Word,  and  the  honor  of  Ins  divine  go- 
veiiiment,  will  be  iny  only»object  while  among  i 
you — will  be  my  meat  and  my  drink. 


andirnce  of  vacant  seats !  And  yon  can  spare  me 
the  necessity  of  performing  this  painful  task,  by  repair¬ 
ing,  on  the  .Sabbath,  to  the  house  of  God,  to  hear  the 
Gospel  of  his  grace  dispensed. 

If  yon  would  discourage  yAur  servant,  and  defeat  the 
object  for  which  you  sent  fur  him,  desert  this  temple  at 
the  time  appointed  for  public  worship.  Let  every  tri¬ 
fling  circiimsfcmce — cold,  heat,  wind,  or  weeping  skies, 
be  framed  into  an  excuse,  and  urged  as  a  sufiicient  jus¬ 
tification  of  your  neglect — the  neglect  of  a  known,  im- 
porunt  duty — of  a  duty  which  you  owe  to  God  aHd*inan, 
and  voiir  desires  will  be  realized.  Uiityf,  on  the  other 
hand,  you  woyld  aid  him  in  the  performance  of  his  ardu¬ 
ous  task,  with  a  soul  filled  with  Christian  love,  meet  him 
at  '•  the  consecrated  hour,”  and  listen  to  his  instructions. 

It  is  sometimes  the  case,  that  societies  are  composed, 
in  part,  of  individuals  whose  devotional  feelings  can  sel¬ 
dom  be  called  into  exercise,  until  after  the  sun  has  smil¬ 
ed  ufl  earth,  in  his  ineridiuii  glory,  or  sunk,  in  majestic 
splendor,  to  ki-s  the  hurizoii  of  the  distant  VV'est !  But, 
we  trust,  this  society  has  nunnected  with  it,  few  afier- 
Hoon  or  evening  Cliristians — that  we  shall  see  its  iiieiii- 
bers  on  each  retiiriiing  f^ahbath,  offering  their  iiiurning 
devotions  to  the  (iiver  of  all  good.

duties  of  your  society,  such  brethren  as  iny  wor- 1,"*  ca-e,  that  even  among  I  ni 

thy  predecessors,  whose  justly  appreciated  talents, 
zeal,  and  piety,  have  secured  for  them  a  wide 
spreading  popularity  abroad,  and  a  seeming  idola- 
-trous  veneration  at  home  !  Rut  however  ch’.uie- 
rical  this  step  may  appear  in  your  servant,  he  can 
assure  you  that  it  is  not  the  otTspring  of  a  blind 
conceit,  which  some  may  imagine  he  cherishes. 

An  invitation  from  this  respectable  society,  was 
unsought  and  unexpected  by  him.  And  when  it 
was  received,  it  was  duly  jconsidcred,  as  w^realso

and  convert  the  world  to  God.  .4s  long  as  you  refn.se 
to  exhibit  this,  so  long  will  you  do  dis-serv  ice  to  Chris¬ 
tianity,  by  professing  it.  It  were  better  for  vou,  for 
religion,  and  for  the  world,  not  to  make  any  Christian 
!  profession,  than  to  name  the  name  of  Chri.stand  not  de- 
I  part  from  iniquity. 

Allow,  me,  then,  to  urge  upon  your  minds  the  ne- 
j  ccssity  of  self-exainiiiatioii.  r^ce  whether  your  conduct 
I  comports  with  your  profession  This  seems  a  proper 
I  time  to  commence  this  task.  .4  new  year  h.as  just  coin- 
I  menced.  .4  new  era  in  the  history  of  your  society  now 
I  dawns  upon  you.  .4nd  now,  I  .I’rdenily  desire  you  to 
I  “shine  as  lights  in  tlie  world,  hoi  ling  forth  the  word  of 
j  life.”  “  Now  is  the  accepted  time;  now  Is  the  flay  of 
]  salvation.”  And  let  it  not  pa.ss  iiiiimprovcd.

■I  VoH  will  not  meet  here  from  time  to  time,  to  exchange 
cold,  formal  coiiqiliments  with  each  other ;  or,  worse 
still,  bow  with  an  indiflereiire  that  would  cause  misan¬ 
thropy  to  blush,  and  then  return  to  your  respective, 
hoine.s.  God  forbid  that  Uiiiversali.sts  should  ever  be¬ 
come  living  icebergs,  fortlie  .sake  of  being  called  .'

The  first  illiistratiuii  to  he  pre.sentcd  under  this  head, 
is  tlic  ca.se  of  the  benevolent  Howard.  John  Howard  i 
was  horn  about  the  year  17*27,  in  the  village  of  Clapton,  i 
near  London,  rrom  the  year  1771$  to  l7iW),  the  year  in  j 
which  he  died,  he  spent  his  whole  time  in  endeavoring  to  ; 
.ameliorate  the  condition  of  prisoners  of  various  chariic-, 
ters.  In  this  siililime  eiiiployinent,  he  chose  to  apply  | 
the  fortune  with  which  he  was  favored.  .And  most  no¬ 
bly  did  he.discharge  his  .assumed  duty.  lie  personally  j 
visited  and  inspected  nearly  all  flie  prisons  and  jails  in  j 
Lngland,  Ireland  and  Scotland — and  so  well  was  he 
(convinced  that  neglect,  brutal  treatment,  tilth  and  undue 
severity,  only  served  to  harden  the  heart  of  the  ofleiider, 
that,  by  his  representations  to  goveriinieiil,  great  re- 
forinatioii  was  effected  in  the  houses  of  coiifiiiement  and 
the  treatment  of  prisoners.  He  vi.sit«-d  thecoutinent  of 
Europe  several  times  fl»r  the  same  object.  He  was  the 
friend  of  the  iinfortiiuate.  No  matter  how  loathsome 
the  diiiigeoii  or  degraded  and  hardened  its  inhabitant 
his  voice  of  mercy  was  there  heard,  and  his  kindness 
was  manifested,  as  the  best  means  of  subduing  and  wiii- 
iiiiig  the  sinner — for  his  familiarity  with,  and  his  conduct 
towards  victims  of  all  degrees  of  wiekedness,  only  serv¬ 
ed  to  convince  him,  that  no  person  was  so  debased,  or 
his  feelings  so  callous,  hut  that  he  could  he  reached  and  j 
soffeiicd  by  kindness.  Blows,  chains,  starvation  and 
neglect,  only  turned  the  heart  into  inm,  and  froze  the 
better  feelings  of  hiiinaii  nature  to  their  deepest  foun¬ 
tain — but  no  sooner  was  the  angel-voice  of  Howard 
heard,  and  his  kindness  felt,  than  the  long-sealed  feel¬ 
ings  w  ere  opened,  the  dried-np  sources  of  tears  were  j 
filled,  the  waters  of  sorrow  tto-.ved,  and  the  heart  of  sin 
became  radiated  with  deep  and  undying  love  for  Ills  he- 
nevolcnt  visiter.  This  kindness  was  the  principle  j 
which  ever  actuated  Howard;  and  so  devoted  was  he  i 
to  its  dirtiites,  and  so  earnest  in  the  discharge  of  his 
(lOd-like  object,  that  lie  yielded  up  his  life  in  Tartary,  | 
while  on  a  tour  of  benevolence,  where  his  hones  now 
whiten  to  moulder  into  the  dust  of  the  grave. 

John  Howard  constantly  walked  according  to  the 
law,  “  overcome  evil  with  good.”  And,  even  if  we 
leave  out  of  the  account  the  great  blessings  which  ac¬ 
crued  to  others  from  his  conduct,  we  find,  in  the  respect 
and  love  which  exists  for  his  memory,  how  advantageous 
is  the  adoption  of  the  divine  law.  For,  wherever  the 
name  of  John  Howatti  i.s  known,  his  memory  is  en¬ 
shrined  in  the  hearts  and  affections  of  thoiisuiids;  while 
he  is  reveix‘nc«?d  iu  one  of  those  glorious  stars  in  hiiiuan 
life,  who,  in  imitation  of  tlie  “  Saviour  of  the  world,” 
went  about  doing  good. 

The  next  instance  is  that  of  Feneloii.  Feneloii  was 
a  Roman  Catholic,  and  Archbishop  of  Cambrai,  in 
France.  He  w  as  a  man  of  the  fine.st  feelings,  of  the 
greatest  benevolence,  and  lie  uniformly  practiced  the 
law,  “overcome  evil  with  good."  He  was  kind  and 
affihle  to  the  lowly,  mild  and  courteous  to  the  ig¬ 
norant.  philanlhropie  to  the  iniserahle,  and  ever  gentle 
both  to  friend  and  foe.  The  consequence  was,  that  he 
won  all  hearts.  Tlie  peasantry  loved  him  as  their  fa¬
